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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
claims a system for housing telecommunications equipment, comprising: a plurality of 
vertically disposed chassis housing the telecommunications equipment, each chassis 
having a top that is substantially closed, first and second sides, first and second ends, 
and a base, wherein the top of each chassis is adapted to receive the base of an 
adjacent chassis; at least one vent formed in each chassis adjacent the base, wherein 
the vent is operable to allow air to enter the chassis; and wherein the vent is disposed 
between the base and a portion of the chassis selected from the group consisting of the 
first side, the second side, the first end, and the second end, and wherein the vent is 
nonplanar in relation to the portion, wherein the vent is a notched vent member coupled 
to the base and the portion, wherein the notched vent member has two or more venting 
surfaces. The allowability at least in part resides in above described structure having 
elements which are not disclosed in the prior art searched. The applicant satisfactory 
amended the claims to overcome rejections under 35 USC § 1 12 and § 103 stated in 
first action.

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2. Bertilsson et al describe a system for housing telecommunications equipment, 
figs.1-7, comprising: a plurality of vertically disposed chassis 2, housing the 
telecommunication equipment (col.1, lines 4-7), each chassis 2 having a top that is 
substantially closed, first and second sides, first and second ends, and a base, wherein 
the top of each chassis is adapted to receive the base of an adjacent chassis; at least 
one vent 5 formed in each chassis adjacent to the base, wherein the vent is operable to 
allow air to enter the chassis 2; and wherein the vent is disposed between the base and 
a portion of the chassis represented by the first end of said chassis. Bertilsson et al do 
not teach said vent being nonplanar (angling toward) in relation to said portion and 
having a plurality of apertures. Zelt teaches a system for housing a heat generating 
electronic equipment, figs. 1-4, comprising a chassis having vents including a plurality of 
apertures 40, said vents being nonplanar (angling toward) in relation to the front end of 
said chassis. None of them teach said vent is a notched vent member coupled to the 
base and the portion, wherein the notched vent member has two or more venting 
surfaces.
